FARMINGTON HILLS, Mich. Listening to Barack 
Obama, it can seem like Republican vice 
presidential nominee Sarah Palin is the main 
person standing between him and the White 
House instead of John McCain, 

Obama is putting as much heat on Palin as 
he is on the man at the top of the GOP ticket, 
objecting to the Republican Part/s portrayal 
of her as a reformer who can bring change to 
Washington, 

That is supposed to be Obama’s distinc- 
tion, and he’s not taking kindly to Palin try- 
ing to claim it. Especially when it appears the 
new star on the GOP ticket is helping boost 
its standing: McCain has jumped to a dead 
heat or narrow lead over Obama in the lat- 
est national polls since choosing Palin as his 
running mate, 

Obama said last week’s Republican 
National Convention did a good job of high- 
lighting Palin’s biography— “Mother, gover- 
nor, moose shooter. That’s cool,” he said. But 
he said Palin really is just another Republican 
politician, one who is stretching the truth 
about her record, 

“When John McCain gets up there with 
Sarah Palin and says, ‘We’re for change,’ ... 
what are they talking about?” Obama said 
Monday, arguing that they aren’t offering dif- 
ferent ideas from President Bush and they 
are just trying to steal his campaign theme 
because it seemed to be working, 

“It was just like a month ago they were all 
saying, ‘Oh, it’s experience, experience, expe- 
rience,’ Then they chose Palin and they start- 
ed talking about change, change, change,” he

No pit 
bulls!”— a reference to Palin’s joke that lip- 
stick is the only thing that sets hockey moms 
like her apart from the dogs. 

With Palin out on the campaign trail every 
day blasting Obama, it became increasingly 
clear he had to respond and try to undermine 
her credibility 

Obama’s campaign saw an opening when 
the McCain-Palin campaign released a new 
ad Monday called “Original Mavericks” that 
included the claim that Palin stopped the 
so-called Bridge to Nowhere, a nearly $400 
million proposal to build a bridge to an island 
in Alaska occupied by just 50 residents and 
an airport, 

Palin voiced support for the bridge during 
her campaign to become Alaska’s governor, 
although she was critical of the size, and later 
abandoned plans for the project. She used the 
federal dollars for other projects in Alaska, 

Obama released his own ad in response to 
the GOP spot that says McCain and Palin are 
“politicians lying about their records,”

LOUISVILLE Colonel Harland Sanders’ hand- 
written recipe of ii herbs and spices was 
removed Tuesday from safekeeping at KFC’s 
corporate offices for the first time in decades. 
The temporary relocation is allowing KFC to 
revamp security around a yellowing sheet of 
paper that contains one of the country’s most 
famous corporate secrets. 

The brand’s top executive admitted his 
nerves were aflutter despite the tight security 
he lined up for the operation, 

“I don’t want to be the president who loses 
the recipe,” KFC President Roger Eaton said, 
“Imagine how terrifying that would be,” 

The recipe that launched the chicken chain 
was placed in a lock box that was handcuffed 
to security expert Bo Died, who climbed 
aboard an armored car that whisked away 
with an escort from off-duty police officers.

KFC executives said they decided to 
upgrade security after retrieving the 
recipe amid preparations to add a newline 
of Original Recipe chicken strips. 

The recipe has been stashed at the ^ 
company headquarters for decades, and 
for more than 20 years has been tucked 
away in a filing cabinet equipped with two 
combination locks. To reach the cabinet, 
the keepers of the recipe would first open 
up a vault and unlock three locks on a door 
that stood in front of the cabinet. 

Vials of the herbs and spices also are stored 
in the secret filing cabinet,

Zoos use databases 
to make matches

COLUMBIA, S.C Attention, amorous guys: 
Killarney’s an Australian cutie, but woo her 
with care. 

The feisty gal once swatted at a beau who 
got a little close, and gave another poor fellow 
the cold shoulder during their introduction. 

Undaunted, Killarney’s friends keep 
updating her online profile in the hope of 
finding her Mr. Right. 

Like many of her contemporaries, the koala 
might find her dream date waiting somewhere 
in the files of a computerized matchmaking 
service, keepers at the Riverbanks Zoo 
theorize. 

Just like the digital dating services that pair 
up people, so-called studbooks are used to 
match most animals held in captivity 

The databases containing information on 
sex, age and weight are used by more than 
200 zoos nationally and some internationally 
They’re practically taking the place of Mother 
Nature in the not-so-wild world of captive 
animal breeding. 

Now, new software is going to the Web, 
promising more easily accessible data, faster 
matches and— in a page out of the most 
particular of human dating sites— details on 
an animal’s personality to ease what can be a 


PANDA PORN

are endless tricks used to get animals in the 
mood, said Bob Wiese, director of collections 
for the Zoological Society of San Diego. 

In China, breeding experts have claimed 
success putting giant pandas in the mood 
by showing them images of other pandas 
mating-panda porn, as it’s been called, ap 



testy process. 

Zoological Information Management 
Systems is a collaboration between about 150 
zoos and aquariums that’s a year or two away 
from wide distribution. 

The software will give zookeepers better 
access to species-level details currently 
found only in zoo husbandry manuals that 
now are mostly e-mailed back and forth, said 
Bob Wiese, director of collections for the 
Zoological Society of San Diego who is widely 
considered the authority on ZIMS. 

Careful planning among zoos may take 
some of the wild out of “the wild thing” 
but it also ensures that the most genetically 
diverse animals breed, said Steve Feldman, 
spokesman for the Association of Zoos and 
Aquariums, which oversees all studbooks. 

“To paraphrase an oldjeff Foxworthy joke, 
it’s important that your family tree forks,” 
Feldman said. “This way we can have a 
genetically diverse population.”

Not even economy can get between us and our jeans

It’s that bittersweet time of year again, when 
we bid farewell to our flip-flops and summer 
dresses and refocus our fashion energies on 
boots, fall sweaters— and those all-impor- 
tant jeans. 

As Brooke Shields suggested in her iconic 
Calvin Klein ads, nothing comes between us 
and our jeans. 

Not even a strained economy 
U,S, jeans sales rose 5,9 percent, to $16,3 
billion for the 12 months ending in June, 
compared with a 1,6 percent dip in total 
apparel sales, to $192 billion in the same time 
period, according to the NPD Group, In the 
past three months, jeans sales rose 18,8 per- 
cent, compared with a 0,8 percent increase 
in total apparel sales, 

Levi’s, the founding father of the mod- 
ern blue jean, continues to rule the roost, 
accounting for 30 percent of jeans purchased, 
according to a March report from market 
research group Mintel, 

But thank premium brands — those $100- 
and-up Citizens, True Religions and Rock 
and Republics— for keeping the industry 
alive and kicking. In the past two years pre- 
mium denim sales rose 47 percent, to $i bil- 
lion from $680 million, while the total jeans 
market rose 5,7 percent in the same time 
frame, the NPD Group said. 

The impressive 28 percent growth in jeans 
sales from 2002 to 2007 was driven by the 
premium denim craze, Mintel says, though 
growth is expected to return to normal over 
the next five years. 

At the start of the decade, when 7 For All 
Mankind opened in L, A, and premium jeans 
started to move from celebrities’ bodies to 
the mass market, having a pair of Sevens was 
de rigueur for the fashion-conscious. 

Today, with so many brands and styles 
available, the logo on the back pocket mat- 
ters less than how the back pocket makes 
your butt look, fashion stylists say 
“It’s a litde bit more cool to have a jean that 
not everyone has,” said Stephen Stopulos, a 
sales clerk at the Blues Jean Bar in Lincoln 
Park, “It’s so much more about fit now” 


than half the respondents to Mint el’s survey 
said it’s difficult to find jeans that fit prop- 
erly, which says nothing of finding jeans that 
actually flatter. 

There are guidelines to follow for both 
men and women, fashion experts say. 

If you have an ample rear, keep the back 
pockets small and hi^, says wardrobe stylist 
Amy Salinger, who works in Chicago and New 
York, Wider, lower, longer back pockets are 
best for people who don’t have a butt, she said. 
Go with a mid-rise to avoid muffin tops. 

Skinny jeans are back again this fall, but 
pear-shaped bodies should stay away, Salinger 
said. Instead, go for straight-leg jeans if you 
want something to tuck into a boot. Make 
sure that the bottom of the pants are the 
same width as the thigh, and pick jeans with 
elasticity if you want them to suck you in and 
slim you down. 

One of the biggest mistakes people make 
is wearing baggy jeans to hide a heavier fig- 
ure, Salinger said, 

“%u have to wear pants a little more fitted 
when you’re bigger, otherwise you look like a 
potato sack,” she said, tribune contributed.

Mayor Daley on Tuesday called for people 
to sign up for the new “Notify Chicago” pro- 
gram, in which text messages with emergency 
information will be sent out en masse. 

The announcement came a few days before 
the seventh anniversary of the Sept, ii, 2001, 
terrorist attacks and almost two years after 
the federal government criticized the city in 
an analysis of emergency communications. 

For years, the city has been able to send 
recorded messages to home phones with 
information about emergencies. 

Anyone who registers for the program 
would receive messages from the city in 
weather emergencies, terrorist attacks and 
hazardous material situations, Daley said. 

“It is very critical for public safety agencies 
to do their part to stay in tune with the latest 
tools to keep the residents safe,” he said.

City and suburban residents can sign up, 
and even out-of-towners with elderly relatives 
or friends living here are welcome.

After their rescue from ii days trapped in a 
sewage system, two chastened Rottweilers 
showed little interest Tuesday in romping 
around their 10 -acre lot in Schaumburg. 

“They are not our dogs that went miss- 
ing,” said Dee Welsch, project coordinator 
for the contracting company that owns the 
dogs. “They had confidence. They felt that 
security Now they’re scared out of their 
minds.” 

Expected to be fine in the long run, nei- 
ther Bosco nor Trixi ventured anywhere 
near the open drainage pipe the dogs may 
have entered chasing an animal. By the time 
the dogs are back to themselves, the com- 
pany hopes to have installed a grate over the 
pipe, Welsch said. 

Employees of the company, A Lamp 
Concrete Contractors, Inc., were sure 


Bosco and Trixi had been dognapped. But 
on Monday a worker heard whining coming 
up from the drainage system on the prop- 
erty at 800 W Irving Park Rd. 

Some men popped open a manhole in 
the driveway and saw Trixi peering up from 
10 feet below, said receptionist Theresa 
Polizzi. It didn’t take long to get down 
there and retrieve the freezing and shaken 
10 -month-old “shop dog.” 

Bosco was nowhere in sight. But the crew 
knew he couldn’t be far behind, Polizzi said. 

“Wherever she goes, he’s following her,” 
she said. 

Employees called one of the company’s 
regular vendors to run a camera through the 
18 -inch piping and located the ii-month- 
old dog about 225 feet away Trapped under 
a sealed manhole covered with asphalt, he 
looked starving. 


“They taped the sandwich to the {cam- 
era] rover, and sent it to him,” said foreman 
Vito Dimaso. “You could see him just grab 
it. He was licking the lens and stuff” 

Workers wound up removing a 50- 
foot-by-io-foot patch of concrete before 
they got to Bosco, company owner Joe 
Lampignano said. 

Both dogs were taken to an emergency 
veterinary hospital and released by Monday 
evening despite losing at least 15 pounds 
each. 

As Bosco sat in a crate Tuesday afternoon 
with a plastic cone collar around his neck, 
shop assistant George Torossian repeatedly 
adjusted a large umbrella to block the sun 
from the wounded dog. 

“Ton’llbe OK,” Torossian whispered, and 
kissed Bosco on the nose. “We’re going to 
clean those (paws) up for you.”

Chicago cop arrested in aiieged piot to frame woman 


A Crystal Lake man didn’t like his wife’s 
parenting skills or her spending habits, and 
that’s why he got a Chicago police officer 
to help him frame her with drugs and a gun, 
Cook County prosecutors said. 

The prosecutors said the man gave them 
another reason too: He wanted her money 
Bogdan Mazur, who is in the midst of a 


divorce, tried to set up his estranged wife 
by planting cocaine, marijuana and a gun in 
her vehicle in April 2007 and having Grand 
Central District Officer Slawomir Plewa 
arrest her, according to Assistant State’s Atty 
Lynn McCarthy 

Plewa, 30, and Mazur were both arrested 
Monday Judge Adam Bourgeois Jr. ordered 


both men held in lieu of $250,000 bail. 

McCarthy said Mazur told police that he 
met Plewa through a mutual friend in early 
2007 and they planned the false arrest with 
an uncharged co-conspirator. 

Plewa is a seven-year veteran of the 
department, assigned to the gang-narcotics 
team for much of that time, and has never 


been disciplined by the department, said Dan 
Herbert, Plewa’s attorney 

Plewa was stripped of police powers Aug. 
22 and is not being paid, police said. 

Chicago police said Plewa was the subject 
of an internal investigation that resulted in 
his arrest. He was the third officer arrested 
this year based on an internal investigation.

Tribune’s jail 
probe raises 
questions 

John Lambert dropped out of high 
school in his freshman year, battled 
addictions to cocaine and alcohol, 
and was in and out of treatment 
centers as well as court for minor 
scrapes with the law 

Last year, when he was locked up 
in Cook County Jail for possessing 
cocaine and violating probation, his 
frustrated family decided not to bail 
him out, thinking he was better off 
where he couldn’t abuse drugs or 
alcohol. 

That proved to be a fatal mistake. 

On his 25th birthday, Lambert 
was found unconscious in his cell 
with massive head injuries. After 
he died 12 days later, a pathologist 
concluded that Lambert had been 
beaten to death. 

The murder investigation would 
seem to be straight-forward— 
Lambert had a lone cellmate the 
night of his fatal injuries. 

But the cellmate, David Jamison, 
told investigators that Lambert 
sustained the injuries when he fell 
from the top bunk in their cell. 

More than a year later, no one has 
been charged in his murder. 

“You know what it feels like to 
know that if you could have bailed 
him out, he would be alive?” said 
Lambert’s sister. Heather Brenka, 
her voice cracking with emotion. 

Lambert’s murder was among 
numerous examples cited in a 
scathing Justice Department report 
this summer that found violence 
rampant at the nation’s largest jail. 
The investigation also ripped the 
jail for dispensing medical care so 
substandard that some inmates died 
needlessly 

A Tribune investigation raises 
questions why Lambert was 
incarcerated in Division IX, one of 
the jail’s maximum-security divisions, 
with a dangerous cellmate.

say “Obama ’08” goes for $5; a yard sign is 
$8. Walsh found the prices a bit exorbitant 
for her small group. 

She said she asked Obama’s campaign 
worker again if she could get a few items 
for free. She pointed out that McCain’s 
camp had agreed to send a box and, well, 
her 12-member Scout troop runs on a very 
small budget. 

Walsh said the woman at Obama’s 
headquarters put her on hold. After a 
few minutes, she returned with the same 
answer. The woman told her that she 
sympathized, but the Obama campaign 
needs every penny it can get, Walsh said. 

Walsh e-mailed the Tribune’s problem 
solver. What’s Tour Problem?, who called 
Obama spokesman Justin Dejong. 

Within days, an Obama employee 
personally delivered Walsh a box of pins, 
magnets and bracelets with the slogans 
“Hope” and “Obama.” Dejong said that 
whoever took Walsh’s call at the campaign 
headquarters misspoke.

1 Apple unveils latest IPods 



□ SAN FRANCISCO Apple CEO Steve 
Jobs took the wraps off a revamped 
line of iPods on Tuesday and trumpeted a 
truce with NBC Universal that means the 
TV network will begin selling programs 
again on iTunes. 

The iPod upgrades Jobs revealed include 
two slick new Nano models, oval-shaped 
devices that Jobs said are the thinnest 
iPods Apple has ever made. They are less 
than a quarter-inch thick. 

A $149 version comes with 8 gigabytes 
of memory (enough for 2,000 songs); a 
1 6 -gigabyte version (which holds 4,000 
songs) is $199. 

The new models acknowledge the 
incredible appetite for iPods— Jobs said 
Apple has sold 160 million iPods since 
their introduction in 2001. But Apple

Armstrong returns to racing , sets sights on raising cancer awareness

AUSTIN) Texas Lance Armstrong is getting 
back on his bike, determined to win an 
eighth Tour de France, 

Armstrong’s return from cancer to win 
the Tour a record seven consecutive times 
made him a hero to cancer patients world- 
wide and elevated cycling to an unprec- 
edented level in America, 

The 36 -year-old Armstrong told Vanity 
Fair in an exclusive interview posted on its 
Web site Tuesday that he was inspired to 
return after finishing second last month in 
the Leadville 100, a lung-searing 100 -mile 
mountain bike race through the Colorado 
Rockies, 

“This kind of obscure bike race, totally 
kick-started my engine,” he told the maga- 
zine, “Fm going to try and win an eighth 
Tour de France,” 

The sport and particularly the Tour have 
missed his star power, even though skeptics 
refused to believe he could win seven Tours 
without the help of illegal performance- 
enhancing drugs. 

The 2009 Tour “is the intention,” 
Armstrong’s spokesman Mark Higgins told 
The Associated Press, “but we’ve got some 
homework to do over there,”

In a video statement on his foundation’s 
Web site, Armstrong said details— such as 
a team and schedule— will be announced 
Sept, 24 at the Clinton Global Initiative in 
NewTbrk City 

“I am happy to announce that after talk- 
ing with my children, my family and my 
closest friends, I have decided to return 
to professional cycling in order to raise 
awareness of the global cancer burden,” 


Armstrong said in a statement, “This year 
alone, nearly eight million people will die 
of cancer worldwide, ,„ It’s now time to 
address cancer on a global level,” 

In the Vinity Fair interview, Armstrong 
told the magazine he’s 100 percent sure 
he’s going to compete in the Tour next 
summer, 

“We’re not going to try to win second 
place,” Bill Stapleton, Armstrong’s lawyer 
and longtime confidant, told the AP 
Age will be an issue for Armstrong in 
the Tour de France, He’ll be 37 next week, 
ancient for the grueling competition. Only 
one rider older than 34 has won the Tour— 
36 -year-old Firmin Lambot in 1922, 

On Monday, the cycling journal 
VeloNews reported on its Web site that 
Armstrong would compete with the 
Astana team. But there are no guarantees 
Astana would be allowed to race in the 2009 
Tour, Race officials kept the team out of the 
2008 Tour because of previous doping viola- 
tions. 

If Armstrong and his team aren’t invit- 
ed in 2009, he plans to appeal directly to 
French President Nicolas Sarkozy 
“I’ve already put a call in to him,” he told 
Vanity Fair,

Chicago rockers 
Icy Demons make 
you move— whether 
you realize it or not

e walk by the short-haired, clean- 
shaven guy at the next table 
and nearly miss our meeting 
with the normally long-haired, 
bearded Griffin Rodriguez. Turns out the 
Icy Demons’ singer gave himself a stylistic 
overhaul about a week ago. 

“I do it from time to time just to change 
my perspective on things,” Rodriguez, 31, 
says. “People who I’ve only known for a year 
are really surprised. Then they get over it 
pretty fast, ’cause I’m still the same person.” 

That’s a pretty good symbol for the 
Chicago indie rock outfit’s music, which, 
on its third and latest album, “Miami Ice,” 
switches frequently from Brazilian rhythms 
to hip-hop influences to psychedelic elec- 
tro-rock. It might be jarring at first, but it’s 
a welcomed whirlwind once you learn to 
expect the unexpected. 

At Humboldt Park coffee shop/pizza joint 
Humboldt Pie (1001 N. California Ave.), 
Rodriguez, also a founding member of local 
experimental group Bablicon who lives only 
a few blocks away, talked to us about people 
calling his music “weird” and his ability to 
inspire involuntary dancing. 




I would hope to someday consider us to 
be normal, or have the rest of the world 
consider us to be normal. For me, it’s com- 
pletely normal. It’s everyday music. But I 
listen to a bizarre range of music every day 
... It’s impossible to be like, “This is my 
weird music that nobody’s heard before.” 
And I’m certainly not trying to do that 
with my music. When people say it’s weird, 
they think that I, as an artist, am trying to 
fool them or make them feel weird. It’s like 
they’re personally offended that you’re pre- 
senting them with something that isn’t A, B 
and C. And they’re like, “Why are you trying 
to be weird?” 

Yeah, what did you ever do to them? 

Yeah, yeah. “Why’d you give me this weird, 
weird record?”

Google says it’s guided by its unusual cor- 
porate motto: “Don’t be evil.” It will have to 
achieve its ever-expanding ambitions without 
alienating its 650 million users, tarnishing its 
brand and keeping its employees happy 

Its goals far exceed Internet search and 


advertising. This digital dynasty already has 
given us the likes of Google Earth, Google 
News and Gmail.

Lateness = Rudeness 

Most say it’s important to be on time for work, play 


The intention is not there, but Seth Gray is 
often late. He rarely anticipates traffic. He 
makes multiple stops on his way to meet 
family for dinner. And, when the movie starts. 
Gray still is circling the parking lot. 

“People get mad at me all the time,” says 
Gray, who lives in Martinez, Calif “But it’s 
not like I’m doing it on purpose.” 

In some cases, such as meeting the boys 
for beers, arriving even 15 to 20 minutes late 
is a nonissue. But in most social situations, 
and certainly in the workplace, tardiness is 
tacky Experts say our busy culture often is 
used as an excuse for late behavior. But most 
people stress that punctuality is of the utmost 
importance in the way they conduct business 
and personal relationships. 

There is a great deal of psychology behind 
late behavior, says Sylvia Meier, a Dublin, 
Calif, marriage and family therapist. Since it 
is not a pathology, you have to explore what 
is beneath the behavior. 

“If we’re talking about someone who is 
chronically late, they might be avoiding anxi- 
ety or anger or resisting something,” Meier 
says. “Perhaps they are overscheduled and 
need to say ‘no’ once in a while.” 

Furthermore, the behavior can be 
unlearned, Meier says, especially when there 
is a consequence, such as missing out on valu- 
able information, training or quality time 
with a friend, contra costa times

How to avoid being iate:
